Kenyon during the. Senate's discussion 
of

adjournment, program, . that 
though not included in the vot(ng 
agreement, the- Senate would b.e-'tree 
to taJce up the campaign publicity bill 
if it so desired.

The agreement followed a series of con-, 


firpnpps liptweo.n' Senators Penrose, La 
Follette, Martin; Smoot,. Bailey, stone,

and was informally offered in the 
Senate by Senator Penrose, as leader of 
the Republicans. The original suggestion 
for an agreement Was made by La Fol- 
lette, Republican Insurgent, who was -will- 
ing to flx an earlier day. than that named 
for the vote on reciprocity. Tha demand 
for a later date was made by others who 
desire to speak on the bill. 


OBSTACLES ENCOUNTERED. 


Many obstacles to fixing the series of 


dates were encountered. Senators insist- 
ed on a date for consideration of a con- 
ference report on the Joint resolution for 
the election of United States Senators by 
direct vote of the people, and the vote on 
statehood was fixed for the "legislative 
day" of August 7, instead of the calendar 
day of that da,te, in .order to protect. the 
popular election bill.

As soon as the agreement was reached 


and reported to .the.; Senate the acqui- 
escence of the regular Democrats was ex- 
pressed by. Senator I\JCartin. .

Backwardness and mental deficiency In 


children was discussed at today's meet- 
ing by Henry H. Goddard of the School 
for Feebleminded, Vineland, N. J., who 
declared that the birth 'of. feebleminded 
children was ever increasing and that ac- 
tion was imperative.,.. 


"The feeblemindedness that Is due. to 


heredity," said the,speaker, "can only be 
prevented by preventing the birth of such 
children. That is to -say, by preventing 
the marriage -of- feebleminded persona or 
by preventing the possibility of procrea- 
tion- through surgical tinterference. Both 
of these methods' must be'resorted to in 
order to stop this terrible evil which. i3 
ever increasing. 


"Backwardness and mental deficiency 


have become especially prominent of late 
years, because 
of 
the changes in our 


school conditions. The 
curricula, much 


more 
crowded 
and 
elaborate, 
can 


only be gone through by those of good 
ability. The social and industrial world has 
changed so that only those who have 
passed through a reasonable course of 
edxycatlon can secure such positions as 
witl enable them to earn a living. The 
backward child who Is not feebleminded 
can be discovered .and ^conditions . provid- 
ed" In the form of'a special "class by which 
he shall' be brought up to normal and 
prepared to earn an honest living. 


"Those who are truly backward are 


'incurable, and they .only train along cer- 
tain lines so as'to be happy and less of 
a burden .on the community.- The cause 
of mere backwardness Is local and tem- 
porary- and may in most cases - be re- 
moved If discovered. . 


"We must ;soon come .to the. point In 


our public school administration -where 
we have special classes for the .precocious 
and for the backward and for the feeble- 
minded."

A Little Life History of Joe Welch, the Big Feature at The Bell

"I did not-roacn my success as easily 
as you might Imagine. It was a" hard 
climb, and today as I look back to my 
paot hardships, J can only appreciate my 
success more, as worthy of .the labor 
that I gave for it.

THE TRIBUNE was never a believer m the maxim that the dead 


are ever in the wrong, but there arc nevertheless phases of the kill- 
ing of young-Freudentharthat deserve moreithan passing attention.' 
Involved in this;case is t'hc question of law enforcement, the protec- 
tion of human life and the duty police officers owe the public in 
conserving peace and safety. "As to the immediate circumstances of 
the melee in which Freudenthal lost his life, we ha-^e no opinion to 
offer because we have no wish to interfere \\i*h the province of the 
courts or to prejudge a case that is speedily to come under judicial 
examination ; but there are certain indisputable fapts which enforce, 
the observation, of thoughtful minds. 


In the first place, young Freudenthal would never have been 


molested by'the police and'would be aitve today had he not viojated 
the law. 'He was- drinking and' he was riding a motorcycle reckless- 
ly about the streets without a light, as the law requires. He was car- 
rying a pistol in violation of the law. Policeman-Gannaw did his 
duty in trying to arrest him'. Again Freudenthal violated the -law 
in resisting arrest. That he drew his pistol in making resistance to 
arrest is also beyond dispute. 
.

In his Hying statement the young man said Officer Teeple'fired 


the first -shot.. The officers and-eye-witnesses-dispute..this state- 
ment, but it is not for us to say that it is .true or false. What we-do 
know is that Freudenthal was knowingly violating the law and that 
the officers were performing only their sworn ditty-sin. trying to ar- 
rest him. The tragedy was the result of resisting a justifiableiiarrest. 


.Now the ordinance requiring lights to be carried on-automobiles 


and motorcycles during certain hours was enacted for the protection 
of the public; it was prompted by a desire to conserve the s'a'fety of 
all who traverse the streets, and the police, officers were commanded 
to enforce it for the same reason that it was enacted. The daily oc- 
currence of accidents prove the wisdom of and necessity for ordi- 
nances regulating the speed of power vehicles arid requiring them 
to carry lights in the dark hours. Contempt for the rights and safety 
of the public and a defiant attitude toward the law and its. agents 
prompt men to violate ordinances that are both reasonable and 
necessary. 
A lawless spirit prompte the carrying of weapons in 


defiance of the statutes. A reckless, -man, with ;,a pistol, inhis '/-pocket 
and his brain fired by whisky is unquestionably a "menace when'he 
rides furiously through the streets on an uhliglited .motorcycle. Can 
that proposition be disputed? Is it not substantiated by the1 teach- 
ings of daily experience?

The occurrence was lamentable, for the killing of a human being is' 
always a grievous circumstance, .but it was brought on by a series of 
lawless acts on. the part-of the deccasedL-.v.He possessed many excelr 
lent traits and his untimely death has grievecL-rnany friends, but a 
casual examination of th'e undisputed . facts ' of. the,,case will'.-show- 
that he fell a victim to his own rashness -and 'spirit of insubordina- 
tion.' He had lost control of himself and was:doing what ha pleased 
in defiance of the law and the police. : Perhaps the-police,'.mig.ht have 
avoided killing him, but in moments ..of excitement very' few men'' 
have the', presence of mind to do the wisest: thing or exercise the 
calmest -.udgment. However, the point we desire to make is that the 
tragedy resulted from lawless recklessness of -a kind that must .be 
sternly suppressed.

on the w3r with Mexico which resulted in the United States acquir- 
ing California. It is odd to reflect that the desire to extend slave 
territory pronipted the annexation of Texas, but that the acquisition 
of California, which was one of the resultant .effects, assisted ma- 
terially in putting- down the secession movement. So the-battle of 
San Jacinto three-quarters of a century ago had a momentous .influ- 
ence on our national destiny. It ultimately gave the United States 
nearly 1,400,000 square miles of territory and two of the greatest 
States in the Union.

GROUNDS OF PROTEST. 


Grounds' of protest will rest against 


the amount of the damages awarded, 
and against the individual assessments 
for benefits, against individual'prop- 
erty owners, where they are declared 
disproportionate, excessive or confis- 
catory. 
According to City Attorney 


Ben F. Wbolne'r.ahd City Clerk Frank 
Thompson, no protest can be consid- 
ered at this time against the size of 
.the district In which assessment is-to 
be levied, as this has . already been 
fought out and settled on the floor of 
the council. 
" When tho assessed. district was de- 
Ascribed and fixed by 'the council "in

Valley 
"Water Company closed yesterday after- 
noon, Assistant: District Attorney Hynes 
was still discussing the evidence In the 
case before the jury 


There were two interruptions-of the 


argument caused by laughter of a derisive 
clmiacter on the part of some person In 
the audience. ' The first of these occurred 
when JIvnes referred to the- fact that Dal- 
ton, after his arrest on Broadway, had re- 
fused to tell the Dlstrkt Attorney where 
ho Lad gotten the money which had been 
found In b,is possession 
He commented 


on the fact, 
stating- that Dalton was 
afraid to tell 
\ 


The cTerlshe laughter came, it was be- 


lieved bv those In the courtroom 
from 


the fatncr of the defendant, for the rea- 
son tnat, Irt an instant, avers e>e v. as 
turned in the direction of the old gentle- 
man en the south side of the courtroom. 
Judge Bio^n turned in that direction also 
a;nd 01 de-red that there toe no more, dem- 
onstiatlons of the kind, other-nise" theie 
would be an example made of the offender 


SECOND INTERRUPTION. 


About three-quarters of an hour later: 


the second interiuptlon took place, whicl\ 
was strikingly i elated to that of the flist, 
though it v,as apparently not caused by 
the same person 
At 
least, 
the laugh 


seemed to come from the lobby on tho 
south side of the room, only a short dis- 
tance removed, however, from . the seat 
of the father of the accused. 
•Judge Brown Immediately - ordered the 
offender to stand up, but there was no" 
response. This angered the court greatly 
and caused him to Instruct the bailiff to 
keep a close watch on. the: auditors .and 
immediately, to bring the o'ff&nder'to his 
attention. There was no more -hiterrup- 
tion during the rest of the'afternoon. 


Hynes reviewed the principal -.features 


of the evidence against the defendant 
and at times Indulged In iitter denuncia- 
tion of the acts as- alleged- against Dalton. 
lie characterized -him as the "Benedict 
Arnold of 
Ala'meda 
county," declaring 
that. the defendant had been -a traitor, 
not alone to his oath of' office, .but also 
to trio people; that Dalton had not alonfe 
lied, but had added perjury to his crime, 
for, if there Was ever a case of perjury, 
it was contained In the testimony of the 
accused which; the speaker said, he held 
In his hand. He declared-It was easy'lor 
the defendant to gather about hinv-'hls 
parents, his wife and family for the 
purpose of arousing the sympathy of the 
Jury, but he asked why_._Daltbri did riot 
think of them before the commission of 
Ills crime.

Hynes closed his argument shortly ut- 
ter 4 o'clock and the court took an ad- 
journment 
until 
this 
morning:

-Company, -an 
attack, 
Hynes stated, made simply .because JBe- 
han had worked for .a corporation,

referred to the fact Behan had worked 
for ^a.telephone company, and after leav- 
ing that employment hud become a clerk 
for the -Board 
of 
Supervisors 
of San 


Francisco, a position such-as that of any 
clerk, for Instance, like, tlito•'clerk of. the 
court. Behan .had elected to remain, on 
request, with xhe' succeeding. Board 'of 
Bupen-isors, and .while in that position 
had been offered a berth as secretary of 
the Spring Valley Water Company,: but 
had declined the- oflcr on the ground that 
ho had elected to remain with the Tay- 
lor' Board of Supervisors; ih the event 
of that board being re-elected, in. the 
event of ..the defeat of that body., he had 
told the company that ho'.would be will- 
ins 
to 
consider 
Its propbsltiqjr. The. 


board was not re-elected' arid Behan had 
made up his mind to, and did, accept tiie 
office of the Spring Valley Water Com- 
pany. Hynes declared that Behan was 
a man of. excellent charaoter anti ability, 
-who 
felt sick at heart when Dalton had 


made his proposition for a bribe to him. 


MEETING IN RESTAURANT. 


The attorney then referred to Dalton's 
arranging' for meeting, with Eastman in 
Jack's restaurant 
WhenN Eastman, re- 


fused to meet in £ny hotel, on !the, other 
side of- the bay. He .also told, of -Dal- 
ton's riding 
around with- .'the-'.. Spring. 


Valley Water Company in ISIO, 'when he 
claimed,that .the assessment of the com- 
pany should be raised, and: when lie told 
'Lawrence that he would raise the assess- 
ment to a million and a half and let It 
go at that. 


The attorney 
then 
referred to the 


question that Dalton is alleged'to have 
put to Behan: "How.'much Is there In 
it for you if this assessment;-shbuld be 
reduced?" and said; "For an.hbnest man 
to make such a proposition to.the em- 
ploye of. the corporation sho.ws. what 
HIS . base purpose was." 
'- 


He then told -of . Dalt-cm'a .denial' on 


Wednesday of the sto'ry of Wilder to the 
effect that he (Dalton-), Baiter" coming -out 
of "Jack's1 rotisserie 
in 
Sacramento 


street, San Francisc9. Insteaa of walking; 
down that street had crossed the thor-: 
bughfare, stooped under the;: rail of a: 
gate and walked thnjugrh. a vacant lot 
to Commercial ''street. 
Corn'mehtlhg on 


tills fact Hynes Bald: 


"What would be the object of this 


young ,man Wliaer .In saying that Dal- 
ton had gone through thai" lot if Dalton 
didn't go there? ^ 


"Gentlemeti. It w'as the eutlty 
con- 


science of the -defendant tha-t made him 
stoop under the bar of that gate and 
that caused him to walk through the 
empty lot to Commercial street. It was 
the guilty conscience that catches every 
man. It was the. guilty conscience that 
made his lips - tremble and' quiver when 
he was arrested on Broadway and 'also 
in the office of the district ' attorney 
when- he was questioned." 


The speaker referred to Vice-Presldent 
Eastman of the Spring Valley' Water 
Compalny and commended him as a-'mod- 
.est and unassuming gentleman who, even 
orider a most flagrant Insinuation, did 
•not act- In a. resentful 
manner- -under 


the stinff of counsel that he went on 
"periodical" .drunks and" especially every- 
Saturday—night." 


TURNS ON DALTON. 


He characterized the crime of bribery 


"as'one of tne -most odious in the. calendar 
--and turning and. pointing-, to Daitbri, said 
in loud tones: . 


"The 
man who would, accept a bribe 


would do anything In the wide world— 
he'would go as far as to perjure: him- 
self on the starid and »ay that he had 
borrowed that money." 


It-was here that-Hynes. declared TJal- 
ton had been afraid to tell where he had 
gotten the 55000, when 
the 
derisive 


laug-hter, above referred to, broke out. 
"Tha district attorney told you," con- 
"-r»d Hyn.es, "that the defendant ia re- 


sourceful: 
That's true. 
I will concede 


that in tlia't way he Is a wonder. 
I be- 


lieve he -Jobbsd Schofield, Reuter and 
Kenhedy when he sat In room 6 and 
they were' trybig -to hear him in No. 5, 
but -could ;hear hbthlnsr "but a mumble. 
I belleve*he .mumbled in that ,room just 
as he was heard by tlie others. 


"That wasn't the casa with Captain 


Petersen, 
He went over to the table 


in-the" middle .of room No.. G" and said 
that -he .had easily* heard the; talking in 
ropm No, 6 ' 


Hynes said .that .while Helms had not 


got (ill' that was said between Dalton 
and Eastman,-: the latter had certainly 
told of the deal..between the two which 
was made in room No.. 6. -Miss Harms 
•had corroborated Helm's, testimony and 
especially with" respect * to 
.the 
words 


"Donahue" and "grand Jury" 


.'And still,'" continued 
the 
speaker, 


"these setitlenwn. would, have you be- 
lle^e'that nothing could be heard in room 
5 of what .was. going Sh In room 0. 
"The testimony 'of Mr. Donahue ..cor- 


roborated; the. .testimony of Behan- and 
Eastman to the effect that-neither of 
them w.anted to commit .a bribe, because 
Mr.-.Donahue said he-gave instructions 
that, he did not want bribery committed, 
but that- he m-anted them to accede to 
every proposition made -by Dalton. Ev- 
erything 'was open -and aboveboard, so 
that .ivhen th" case, came to trial twelve 
men could see every move In. the case, 
And yet .they sought to. make every, per- 
son say tliat this was a game to entrap 
the .defendant. .-. . 
f 


"If Dalton did leave his office and go 


to San. Francisco as Dalton did go. that 
was an evidence, to my mind-, of guilt." 


Hynes read from 1-Donaluie's testimony 


to the effect that the district attorney 
had no feeling against Dalton, "and yet," 
lie continued, "notwithstanding that they 
knew that Donahue was for Daiton at 
the tlnie of the last convention-and was 
always friendly to him, they tried to 
make- It appear that the district attorney 
wanted the county .assessor's office for 
the. purpo'se of giving it to a friend. 


"Falrall wanted to know why we did 


not QO down,.stairs and'teU Dalton that 
Behan had told him that he (Dalton) 
had solicited a bribe. 
Well, If we did 


that we would be a nice crowd of what, 
In the language of the street, are called 
'rummlea.' 
The first thing, of. course, 


Would be, under thode circumstances'for 
Dalton to admit-his guilt and then come 
upstairs and plead guilty!" 
' 


Hynes used these words ironically and 


caxlsetl a.;.smile throughout the court- 
room.* , 
•'•'"- 


.Reference was then made to the letter 
on tlie reduction of the assessment which 
•Dalton had received 
from 
Eastman, 


which Was intended to be handed to the 
district attorney, but which was never 
shown , the latter, and which also was 
found in Dalton's' possession after his 
arrest. The reason Dalton did not show 
the letter to "Donahue was because it 
contained" figures, against the wishes of 
the defendant. ': -The '-letter, however,..was 
shown to Deputy Assessor Robinson and 
after Dalton had read it, he said that 
he thought he would have to consult the 
district atiorn.ey regarding !t. 


"Now,'.' continued Hynes, "what was 
the purpose of-vhis going, to the ,.district 
attorney? 
After, he . had 
made these 


two trips in automobiles .,'around .the 
property of. the company and making-.,tha 
statement that the assessment ought1., to 
be raised, he goes to the district attor- 
ney to ask him about the legality of the 
reduction.' Does that ring right? Does 
It seem consistent? He was asked.what 
would be done for the assessment during 
the .other three years of his term and 
.said that if' ha. was given 
525,000 he 


would let the assessment remain as It 
then stood. 
The salary he had lost by 


the cutting off of his fees he was going 
to. set from the . Spring Valley Water 
Company." 
: 


Hynes then detailed some of the feat- 


ures of Dalton's atrest. "Dalton," . said 
the spealier, "came down'Broadway to 
Seventh street. He stopped at that cor- 
ner and ;ooiced around. . It was. . the 
guifty conscience that smote him. Wasn't 
it a good thing that the district attor- 
ney was not on view? Wasn't It a good 
thing that we did not have Detective 
Hodgkins located in the open room In 
Barnum's restaurant? 'It was the guilty 
conscience and he looked just precisely 
as he did when he shot through that 
vacant lot in San Francisco. 


:"When,hft went into Barnum's restau- 
rant he- did not go through,the main, en- 
trance and the main dining room.

Hon. Hiram W. Johnson, Governor of the 
State of California, .Sacramento, Cal.: 
My Dear Governor--! have been anx- 
ious to .soe you personally, for the past 
two weeks, to take a moment, of your 
.time-. In talking over the De Lancey case, 
out my calendar-is Ini suck-condition that 
•I flnd it impossible to go to" "Sacramento. 
-Consequently," I must write you. 


I have not forgotten our conversation 
relative to De Lancey. You will remem- 
ber that last January, before you talked 
with me, you were strongly inclined to 
the belief that clemency might - not be 
misplaced upon De Lancey. 
However, 
as I Informed you at. that time^ De Lan- 
cey then .showed no regret whatever for 
his act and did; not seem to realize his 
.position, o.n.d to have given him a pa- 
role at that time would, in my mind, have 
been a mistake, for' he would have left 
prison In a defiant, rather than In a re- 
pentant, frame qt "hiind. 
I promised you 
then that . I would keep 'In close touch 
with De tanccy's prison record,. and that 
after a while I would inform you as to 
what 1 had learned from the observation. 
During the last two months 1 have re- 
ceived several letters., from De Lancey 
and, about two weeks ago, he wrote me 
in a stra:tn which touched me .very deep- 
ly, but, iso that no .mistake would "be 
made, I f.nade a trip to. San Quentln per- 
Dohally,- 'Saturday bfe/ore" last, arid had a 
long talk with him; tie is entirely ' a 
changed man. He openly and frankly in- 
formed me that He made a mistake.; .that 
he now knows he made a mistake 'and 
that his whole desire. Is 'to come -out aiid 
make good. . I am of the opinion that he 
is in a repentant mood- and that, in, all 
probability, if a little clem'ericy Is now 
extended to him, it will have a tendency 
to keep hope, alive ;and. lie will be in a 
better position to face .the world. FeelV 
ing this way, I thought'-it my duty, in 
viow of our conversation, to write you, 
and, 
further, • some- five or six months 
having elapsed, he now has served such 
a portion of his sentence that the' deter- 
rent effect upon crime has resulted al- 
most as fully as :.if he were required to 
serve fv.H time'; 
Of course, all I refer to In this letter, 
wlten I speak of clemency, is the matter 
of parole.
